EDITORIAL  REPORTS 


General  Series: 

Dr.  J.  Keith  Johnson,  the  General  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report:  — 

Work  on  Volume  II  of  Lafitau,  Moeurs  des  Sauvages  Americaines  is 
nearly  completed  with  some  remaining  work  to  be  done  on  the  bibliography 
and  the  index. 

Proofs  of  all  of  Volume  V  of  The  Diary  of  Simeon  Perkins  have  been 
received.  This  volume  can  therefore  be  printed  bound  and  distributed 
immediately  after  the  completion  of  Volume  II  of  Lafitau. 

The  texts  of  Volumes  I  and  II  of  The  Canadian  Correspondence  of  Lord 
Minto  plus  the  revised  introduction,  have  been  received  from  the  editors, 
Professors  Say  well  and  Stevens.  Dr.  Beth  McDougall  has  completed  the 
work  of  selecting  and  annotating  the  letters  from  the  volume  of  The 
Records  of  the  Glasgow  Colonial  Society.  In  total  then,  there  are  three 
completed  manuscripts  at  hand  for  publication  in  turn. 

Other  projects  approved  by  the  council  but  not  yet  in  manuscript  form 
include  The  Journals  of  Alexander  Henry  the  Younger,  edited  by  Professor 
Barry  Gough;  The  Reports  of  the  Reverend  William  Duncan,  edited  by 
Professor  Morris  Zaslow;  The  Survey  Journals  of  Admiral  Bayfield,  edited 
by  Ruth  McKenzie,  and  a  volume  of  documents  on  the  Great  Awakening 
in  Nova  Scotia,  edited  by  Gordon  Stewart. 


Ontario  Series: 


Professor  Wm.  Ormsby,  the  Ontario  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report:  — 

A  number  of  minor  technical  problems  have  delayed  the  publication  of 
the  tenth  volume  in  the  series,  Ontario  and  the  First  World  War,  edited  by 
Barbara  Wilson,  but  it  is  now  ready  for  distribution  and  will  be  mailed  to 
members  during  the  next  few  days. 

Alan  Douglas  is  well  advanced  in  his  work  on  the  next  volume,  Colonel 
John  Prince,  and  I  hope  to  receive  a  completed  manuscript  from  him 
during  the  summer.  Work  is  also  progressing  on  London,  1791-1848, 
edited  by  Daniel  Brock  and  Ontario  During  the  French  Regime,  edited 
by  Cornelius  Jaenen. 

I  am  in  the  process  of  investigating  the  possibility  of  a  volume  on  the 
Upper  Canadian  Rebellion  and  I  hope  to  have  a  proposal  for  such  a  volume 
to  submit  to  the  Publications  Committee  in  the  autumn.  I  am  also  looking 
for  proposals  for  additional  regional  volumes. 

Professor  Wise  reported  on  a  change  in  the  funding  of  the  Ontario 
Series.  Up  to  the  present  the  Ontario  government  through  various  ministries 
over  the  years  has  provided  funds  for  this  Series.  It  has  now  been  arranged 
that  financing  will  be  undertaken  by  the  Ontario  Heritage  Foundation,  a 
quasi-autonomous  charitable  emanation  of  the  Government  of  Ontario. 

Membership  Report: 

The  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  P.S.  Osier  stated  that  there  are  currently 
approximately  1143  members  including  those  whose  applications  are  now 
being  processed.
